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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claims 7 and 16 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 7 at line 8, delete "an". 

Claim 16 is depending on canceled claim 4. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 7-16 are allowed over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 7-16, the prior art fails to teach a containers/vehicles inspection 
system having an accelerator rack composed of a rack including a base, a vertical arm 
vertically connected to the base, a bending framework vertically connected to the 
vertical arm and a cantilever connected under the bending framework, a rotary 
adjustment mechanism arranged between the horizontal end of the bending framework 
and the cantilever so as to make the cantilever rotate horizontally, and a pitching 
adjustment mechanism provided at the bottom end of the cantilever, the accelerator is 
hinged with the pitching adjustment mechanism at the coaxial intersection of the 
cantilever and the pitching adjustment mechanism through a hinging shaft and 
provided over the base so as to make vertical pitching movements as claimed in 
independent. claim 7. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later

Hu et al. (US 20060203962A1 ) teaches an inspection system having a scanning 
arm and train inspection system but fails to teach the allowable subject matter above. 

Zhao et al. (US 70821 86B2) teaches an x-ray container inspectipn system but 
fails to teach the allowable subject matter above.
